The  executive  ot  the  asuociation  shall  eonniit  of  the 
I'reaident,  Secretary.'Ireaiiurer  and  three  dire<;tori  of  laiH 
aiiROuiation  to  he  elected  by  the  direcium. 

7.  The  central  aitoiiation  Hhail  hold  a  meelin({  or 
meetin|{»  each  yeat  on  euch  dates  a«  the  I'reMdent  may 
deiade  or  at  the  InMance  of  any  three  of  the  executive. 

8.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  i-entral  aiiociation  nhall 
be  iiclu  in  January  at  such  place  as  shiill  be  decideil  on  from 
time  to  time  at  the  aonunl  meeting.  Two  auditors  and  all 
ollicers  e  cept  teo.-treas.  shall  l>e  elected,  the  report  of  the 
executive  oHieers  received  and  such  other  businns*  trans- 
acted as  the  meeting  decide, 

9.  The  central  association  year  shall  end  December  3t«t 
and  that  of  subordinate  associations  November  30, 

10.  Agricultural  Societies  may  affiliate  with  this  as- 
sociation, occupying  the  position  of  subordinate  associations, 
by  paying  an  annual  fee  of  Five  Dollars,  which  shall  entitle 
them  to  be  represente.l  by  one  delegate  duly  elected  by  the 
directors  of  such  society.

12  The  otfleeriof  a  t  ibordlnateairooiation  thall  ooniUt 
of  a  preiident,  vice-preiideot,  lenretary  (reainrer  and  lix 
direetort. 

18.  The  execntive  of  a  iiabordinate  association  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  and  direotois  of  said  subordinate 
association. 

14.  Each  subordinate  association  shall  bold  an  annual 
meetinjf  daring  the  month  of  December  at  which  all  nl<<o«rs 
shall  be  elected,  the  report  of  the  executive  officers  reoeireH, 
delegates  to  the  central  association  and  an  auditor  elected 
and  sooh  other  bosiness  transacted  as  the  membtrs  mav 
deeid*. 

18.  Each  subordinate  association,  other  tLanaKrioaltnral 
societies,  shall  be  entitled  to  eles  jne  dslegate  to  the 
central  association  for  each  full  ten  paid  up  memb.^ra,  pro 
Tided  such  subordinate  association  is  net  in  arreart  ««  the 
central  association. 

16.  A  subordinate  association  may  hold  other  meetings 
at  the  discretion  of  the  president  and  secretary-treasurer. 

17.  All  sections  from  (18)  to  (24)  inelusire,  of  this  con- 
stitution and  the  by-laws,  apply  to  the  central  and  also 
subordinate  associations

30.  The  offioeri  or  memberu  of  the  exeoative,  or  »ny

vtitDtion  or  by-lawi,  or  by  the  aiiooiation,  wlien  luch  a 
cour»e  is  deemed  advisable  by  laid  offioera,  executive  or 
committee. 

Notice  of  Meetings. 

31.  At  leait  three  weeki'  notice  iball  be  given  of  eacL 
annaal  or  general  meeting,  naming  t'me  and  place  of 
meeting.  Notice  may  be  given  through  the  public  press  or 
by  a  circular  letter  mailed  to  each  member  and  in  case  of  the 
central  association,  to  each  president  &nd  secretary-treasurer, 
of  subordinate  association. 

32.  An  officers'  meeting  shall  be  called  by  mailing  at 
least  two  weeks  before  date  of  meeting  to  eaoh  offieer  a 
notice  of  meeting  as  above  provided. 

By-laws. 

33  The  executive  shall  frame  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions for  its  own  and  the  association's  government  as  are  in 
its  judgment  for  the  best  interest  of  the  association  and  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 

Additions  and  Amendments. 

34,  Any  member  desiring  to  introduce  any  addition  or 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall  submit  a  draft  thereof 
to  the  secretary,  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
regular  annual  meeting,  and  the  secretary  shall  forthwith 
communicate  the  same  to  each  member  by  circular  letter, 
(2)  An  addition  or  amendment  to  the  constitution  shall 
require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the 
annual  meeting  to  pass.
